the Hay-Paoneofote treaty is a step in 
the right direction to maintain Amer- 
ican integrity, controlled and directed 
by Americana, bco'Use of ths reason 
above nil others that it will give inde- 
pendence of action to tbo United States 
•od will place u» in a position that will 
ttrengtben oar natural and artificial 
defense* in opposition to European 
encroachment. It Is past all under- 
standing, except upon sycophantic 
feeling that prompts action, why an 
American should consent to give to 
a foreign European power control, 
however remote, over aa artificial 
waterway, built by us for onr conven- 
ieaoe in connection with our commerce 
and the defense of our extensive coast 
on both oceans. 


When it is learned that those who 


•re at tbe bead of government and for 
s time have the direction ot national 
•ffairs, favor a course in direct oppo 
sitlon to the Monroe doctrine, and who 
•eem anxious to surrender by agree' 
ment our right to control the canal in 
time of war in favor of European pow- 
ers, however important a retention o 
tbe right for our protection, is not 
assuring to American interests. A 
oonoession by us, snob as has been 
proposed, in war when the Unitec 
States ia a party, would make the cana 
at snob times a source of weakness to 
ns, when it should be a tower o 
strength. 


Can it be possible we will have to 


oonclnde that we have become imbe 
olle In body and mind, by passing to a 
state of senility, before we have ar 
rived at oar full stature as a power in 
tbe affairs of tbe world, when it i 
seriously proposed that we yield 
i 


right included In tbe Monroe doctrine 
tbe protection of which has been on 
ot oar chief contentions? 


Is it so that we will consent to take 


a tecood position in a matter that be 
longs to ns exclusively, when we ehonli 
occupy rightfully a leading position In 
all phases of affairs that pertain to th 
oanal? 


We can in our imagination now hea 


from millions of throats in every par 
of the land, an emphatic Not Th 
amendment by Senator Davis is a very 
great, improvement upon the Hay 
Fauncefote draft of the treaty; bat i 
is not what it should be to secure t 
the United States its rights aa the 
should be secured. There is too mac 
water ia the milk of tbe amendmen 
as it limits the United States to oondl 
tioua of war, when there should be n 
conditions connected with our right t 
fortify oar own property. The righ 
to provide protection should be with 
oat a reservation respecting time an 
conditions. 


The amendment concedes to Englan 


a right to say to the United States 
when it is doing that which in th 
judgment of our Government is re 
quired to properly police tbe cana 
this or that ia not necessary to polio 
tbe oanal and ia in contravention o 
the '•anal treaty, as these provision 
that the United States are making an 
each as may be made in a state of wa 
and Her Majesty's government demand 
that they be discontinued, which they 
would be should oar government b 
represented when demand made by 
men of like character as is posseseei 
by McKinley and Hay. A provision in 
tbe treaty conceding tbe right to pre- 
pare for war in time of war is in a larg 
measure worth less for which cause al 
provisions limiting oar absolute righ 
to place the canal in a defensive oon 
dition at any time are restrictions upon 
our rights aud should be eliminated 
from the treaty, wfaiob removal of re 
etrictions would place our Government 
in its natural as well as rightful posi- 
tion respecting our own property.
